The Tribune reporter recently "saw 


he elephant." By this is not meant 
he gilded creature of city life that 
dazzles the eyes of the country visitor, 
but a living, breathing animal, such 
as few have the good tortnne to look 
ipon anywhere in life's journey be- 
iween the cradle and tha grave—a 
genuine white elephant of Siam, to 
!he Hindoo the most sarred of all 
things earthly. This creature, known 
as the "Light ot Asia," is attached to 
;he great traveling show of Adam 
iTorepaugh, and has been seen and 
admired by thousands at Philadelphia, 
Buffalo, Detroit, Bay City and Grand 
Rapids, along the way toward Chica- 
go. In order that the public miglit 
know something of this rare and 
jeantiful animal in advance, a repor- 
;er from Chicago and several otners 
visited the show at Grand Rapids, 
where the beast excited great interest 
among the people. Under a canopy 
at obe end of themenageiie, unshack 
led, and in the care of a single atten 
dact, the party was introduced to the 
finest, most majestic, regal, Bed yet 
docile and beautiful specimen of the 
elephant family they had ever seen. 
The animal was without trappings, 
save a slender silken harness crossing 
the back and passing around the waist 
aud neck, the straps of wich were 
closely studded with highly-colored 
jewels. The elephant is really stone- 
gray or about the ehade of clean ash 
es. Aside from this distinction he is 
remarkable for his boundness of limb 
the whiteness ot hie short tusks, and 
the shapely roandnosa of his body. 
The most careful examination fails 
to revaal the presence of foteign col- 
oring matter. The skin is perhaps 
softer and thinnei than that of the 
ordinary proboscidan, but that it is 
healthly and normal cannot be doub- 
ted either bv scientist or novice. A 
long, careful and thorough examina- 
tion of the animal was made. The 
reporter was permitted to pull his 
sacred ears and rub hie holy snout 
and siuntly flanks without exciting 
anything more than lofty indifference 
Heaven peimitted the reporters nn- 
gers to be thrust into his nostrils and 
ears and seemed well pleased with the 
investigation, the result of which was 
certain to establish his high pedigree 


The harder sections of His skin are 


of an ashen color, and the flanks BBC 
aofter portions between the forelegs 
the inner lining of the nostrils aud 
the ear-duct ate a light transparL-n 
pink. The hair insiJe the funnei o 
the ear is of alight yellow, that be- 
tween the forelegs and on the cro\vL 
of the head the color of unbleached 
flax 
The nails of tke middle toes at 


white, almost BS white as the tettti 
and in the strongest possiblecoctrab 
to those of all other elephants of tin 
ordinary kind, whose nails aie a 
black as the hoofs of a hoi Be. 


Mr Forepaug'u's white elpphan 


possesses another feature which un- 
doubtedly bibnds liim as a member 
of the rare distinct race of ECIOTPC 
Siamese pachyderms. About half- 
way between the end of the suout and 
the mouth there is a perforation call- 
ed the third nostnl. It belongs to 
the species and is a siugukr char- 
acteristic 
Thbt it i<5 a natural feat- 


ure and not a creation is shown by 
the gradual blending of the grdy tkin 
of the outside of the trunk with the 
pink lining, aside from which fact 
the perfect oval shape of the apertuae 
snd the ease with which the anitna' 
takes water with his trunk in spite o 
this outlet are worthv of attention. 
The ''Light of Asia" is without a peer 
on American soil aud is certainly the 
shapeliest elephant the reporter over 
saw. His head is perhaps larger anc 
broador in comparison with the siza oi 
his body than that of some elephants 
but this seems more advaatdgeoui 
than detrimental. The creature is in 
perfect health, perfect m symmetry, 
without splotch, pimple or scratch. 
He has large, clear eyes, and a face su 
benign and compassionBte that the 
Hindus may be forgiven for mam- 
taiming that the soul of Buddha, their 
Redeemer, was destined some day to 
slumber within the bosom of such a 
beast. 
Mr. Forepaugh has numberless affida- 
vits showing exactly where and how 
the prize was secured and also other 
sworn testimony obtained from the 
most eminent scientists willing to 
stake their reputations 
upon the 


statement that the skin is natural and 
free from all foreign substbnces. Dr 
Joseph Leidy, Professor of Anatomy 
in the University of Pennsylvania, 
and President of the Academy of 
Natural Sciences, gives the color as 
ash-gray, aiud says there is no percep 
ible evidence of artificial coloring.

COAL MIRK ACCIDENT. 


Pali-Irk Bantu Stroek by a 


Prop, aud Almost IratenUr Killed. _ 


Patrio Burns, a coal miner employ- 


ed in tbe mine of the Decatnr Coal 
Company, was struck by B falling 
prop* yesterday afternoon 
about 3 


o'clock, while performing his work, 
and received iojuries from which he 
died a half hour afterwards. 
He 


was at work in his room and was in 
the act of passing one of the preps, 
which are used to support the roof, 
when a large chunk of coal fell, and 
striking the post, sent it witb great 
force against Burns' breast. He was 
knocked senseless but his companions 
quickly got him to the surface. 
He 


was injured internally and lived but 
half an hour after the accident hap- 
pened. 
Coroner Benduie was im- 


mediately notified aud removed the 
remains to Bnllsrd's undertaking ee 
tablishment, where the inquest wi« 
held. John Graham was working in 
the room with Burns and was tl e 
only witness examined, his testimoi y 
being as follows: 


Lire in 
Deoatnr. 
Am a coal 


miner and work in the shaft of the 
Decatur Coal Company. Was worl- 
ing in the shaft with deceased. About 
three o'clock I noticed a crack in the 
coal overhead. Just ae Burns WHB 
passing around a prop, a chunk, of 
3oal fell and knocked the prop,oat. 
It struck him and knocked aim over. 
He lived about half an hour after 
being struck. He is about 68 yearr 
of age. 
The witness was called back 


and said the props were considered 
safe.
